The meeting, , which was held at the 
PobUe Ubraiy yesterday afteraoon 
was well attended and much enthusi- 
asm was manifested throughout. All 

the churches and clubs of the city 
were represented and matters pertain- 
ing to the work of the organisation 
were freely discussed. 

Miss i^unt, wlio at the instance of 
the club women oT Paris, was sent 
here by the State Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation, was present at the meeting 
and took an important part. She told 
of the needs in carrying on such work 
in the city and gave much valuable 
advice along the lines liitlierto pro- 
posed for the carrying on of the war 
against tuberculosis, 

Miss' Lney Simms, who has display- 
ed a great civic interest and wha was 
Instramental in seemin g the visiting 
-nurse for Paris, was elected President 
of the new organisation, Mrs. W. O. 
HipfeiMi. Vief President; Mrs. Denis 
MiiiiB« aevulMfv'Mi Mm. Walter 
Clark, Treasnrer. A» advisory board 
consisting of gne member from each 
of the religions deno.-iiuations of this 
city and five from the city at large 
will be chosen at a laler meeting. 

Those interested in this movement 
are of the opinion that the Health and 
Welfare League will of great ben- 
tfit to the condition of the city from 
a liealthful standpoint and xhn work 
wiiich has already begun will be 
pxishedw ith much vigor looking to a 
better and more healthful Paris.

Local insmtmce a«^nts Wednesday 
received telegrams frcmi their several 
companies notifying them not to can- 
cel any risks and rewrite them for a 
longer term. The instructions were 
sent out by general .gents, who learn- 
ed, it is said, that some of the Ken- 
tucky agents v/ere affording insui^r^ 
extended protection by cancelling out- 
standing policies and rewriting them 
under the renewal clause for the long- 
est possible time. 

Other insurance companies have in- 
structed their agents- not to write any 
more Insmraaoe for them in case the 
Glenn gating bill beeomes a law. 
Two telegrams recited which are 
similar to all the others are as fol- 
lows: 

*^e beg to advise ttiat the cance- 
lation of policies for purposes of re- 
writing will not be permitted except 
on usual short rate basis. The ef- 
fective way for your clients to protect 
their interests and the credit of the 
Sates is to defeat Senate Bill 109." 

And another: 

"Pro rated canceivrlons will not be 
allowed on any policies rewritten." 

Practically all of the insurance 
agents of this city have received no- 
tices to this effect. 

The Glenn Bill, wnich has already 
passed the House by a vote of 62 to 
25, -would give the State Board the 
power to fix rates for all risks in the 
State. The insurance companies are 
making a determined fight on the bill, 
and are threatening to withdraw in a 
body if ^he bill b ecomes a l&w.

FRANKFORT, l^Y., Feb. 19.-- Wo- 
man suffrage met its flrst real defeat 

to-day when the House failed to sus- 
tain a motion by Representative Mil- 
ler, of Paducah, that his bill giving 
to women the right to vote the same 
as men be made a special order of 
business for next Tuesday. But forty- 
two Representatives weref or the mo- 
tion. 

Eleven new measures were offered 
when the Honse convened this morn- 
ing. 

Senator Amett introduced a meas- 
ure for a more eflTici-nt supervision of 
mines and for the appointment of two 
additional mine inspectors. 

The Committee on Revenue and' 
Taxation reported favorably a substi- 
tute tor Speer's Senate Bill, regarding 
appropriations to State institutions. 
The substitute provided pajrment only 
on proved voudl^crs, containing" an 
itemized account of monthly expenses. 

At the Wednesday afternoon's ses- 
sion of the Senate, Senator Robert- 
son's bill, forbidding the running at 
large of domestic row Is in cities of 
first class, was taken up and passed 
by a vote of 27 to 5. Several amend- 
ments were voted down. 

The Senate passed the anti-Cigar- 
ette bill by a vote *>r 24 to 4. The 
bill makes smoking cigarettes 'by boys 
under eli^teea a misdemeanor. 

Hutchcraft Bill Passed. 

One of the most important meas- 
ures to be put upon its passage was 
the biU of Representative Reuben 
Bnla^lB|(t^f9roYidins> fiyi ni Ihifim p^^^^^ 
lishmeoi of th0 nnif^Mrm system of ac- 
counting In all State ofUcflii. It was 
passed^ by a vote of 70 to 2. The 
measure, provides *for the Installation 
of a uniform, modem system of book- 
keeping in all State offices. It is con- 
tended that the present^system Is an- 
tiquated. 

TvvO amendments to the Eaton- 
Thompson primary ^^lection law of 
1912, and the abolishment of the fel- 
low servant rule of law were also 
passed.

CHICAGO, Feb. 19.— Ever since the 
business men of Kentucky have 
awakened to the fact that the insur- 
ance companies probably will suspend 
business in the State if the bill in- 
creases the powers of the States In- 
surance Board becomes a law, they 
have been flooding the insurance com- 
panies with requests for cancellation 
of their present insurance for the pur- 
pose of renewing it for the longest 
term possible. 

This has imposed a great burden 
upon the companies and also has a 
tactical effect in that a business man 
with his insurance taken care of for 
the longest possible period would not 
have the same Interest in eppostaig a 
dangerous law. 

In consequence a meeting of com- 
pany managers having Jurisdiction in 
Kentucky was held Tuesday In Chi- 
cago, at which it was decided to send 
the following telegram to thel» agents 
in 15 of the largest citiis and towns 
in Kentucky. • 

"Cancellation of policies f<Mr pur- 
pose of renewing will not be permit- 
ted, except on usual short-rate basis. 
The effective way for your clients to 
protect their interests and the credit 
of the State is to defeat Senate Bill 
109." 

A circular to the same effect will 
be sent at once to all the agents out- 
side the larger towns.
